Hundreds Huddled on Roofs. 

All the preceding night and during the day- 
light hours the roofs of houses, factories, and 
other buildings had been havens of refuge 
for the men, women, and children who lived 
and were trapped in the district, They had 
not suffered for want of food, even though 
each house had ten feet of water in it, and 
though the rapidity of the current prevented 
rescue by boat they all hoped that in twen- 
ty-four hours or so the flood would subside 
sufficiently to allow their escape. 

Must Between Deaths. 

But when death by fire appeared before 
their eyes they became panic stricken. Ina 
number of cases they jumped into the water 
long before their arks of refuge were threat- 
ened by the flames, preferring death by 
drowning to their chances of being caught 
by the fire. 


Some held on to the last minute, crowding 
together on the roofs “until the flames 


reached their feet. Then they, too, leaped 
and met death by dtowning rather than by 


‘Futile Attempts at Escape. 
Futile attempts were made to escape by 
every method that ingenuity spurred on by. 
the sight of rapidly advancing death could 
suggest. Rafts were improvised, on which 
the women and children were placed. Men 
threw trunks, bureaus, tables, and other 
articles of furniture into the wafer, then 
jumped on them, and sought to float to safe- 
ty. Those who escaped the floating fire 
brands were swept under by the current. 
All these scenes of horror have happened in 
full sight of thousands of people in South 
Desperate Efforts at Rercue. 
Desperate efforts were made to rescue the 
doomed people, but in only a few instances 
have these been successful. North Topeka 
is new the center of a raging stream miles 
wide, and it is almost certain death to at- 
tempt to cross to the burning city. 
Several daring men in boats did succeed 
in reaching North Topeka during the day, 
but the few they could take away wére but

Easy Prey of Flood.

, city by a stone foot and wagon bridge at 


Kansas .avenue, the main north and south 
artery of both towns. Fifteen years ago, for 
the first time, a railroad bridge was built 
across the river between the two towns. It 
spans the stream 600 feet to the west of the 
old time wagon bridge, and the trains of that 
branch of the Rock Island railroad which 
leads from St. Joseph, Mo., to Topeka and 
the southwest cross on this structure. 

North Topeka's other railroad is the Kan- 
sas division of the Union Pacific, formerly the 
Kansas Pacifia7which runs from Kansas 
Cry, skirting the north shore of the river 
clear to the west end of the state, and finally 
reaching Denver. This roadisa pioneer line. 
The town is ‘sixty-seven miles directly west 
of Kansas City. 

Two squares north of the river on Kansas 
avenue stands the old three story red brick 
Union Pacific depot and hotel—the best 
known structure in the town. The switch 
tracks of the Union Pacific occupy much of 
the space between the depot and the river. 

Further north on Kansas avenue are in 
main the small hops ot the town. A flouring 
mill and a foundry stand near the river front.

All through this section of the state the 
losses are enormous, vast areas of farming 
land being devastated and farm buildings 
washed away. 


Stream Sweeps Through City. 

Four feet of water was coursing through 
a large section of the East Des Moines busi- 
ness district at daylight this morning. due 
to a rise of the river a foot over all past 
records, and the carrying away of a section 
of the levee dam at Center street. Thirty- 
five thousand people in East Des Moines, 
5,000 in South Des Moines, and 4,000 in 
North Des Moines are practically cut off 
from communication with the main section 
of the city. 

Absolutely no attempt was made today to 
transact business. The street railway com- 
pany does not expect to be able to start its 
cars for a week. ‘ 

Six thousand persons are homeless, 30 per 
cent of whom are practically without shelter 
and have been unfed for twenty-four hours, 
during which time they have been exposed 
to the constant heavy rain with the ther- 
mometer close to the freezing point. 

The damage cannot be computed because 
of the fact that close to 2,000 buildings are 
submerged, and it cannot be told whether 
they will be carried away. Great damage 
was done by the br of the levee along 


the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy tracks, | 


which inundated the principal factory dis- 
trict. . Several hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of machinery is under water. A dosen 
icehouses have been washed away: resulting 
in an approximate loss of $100,000. The plant 
of the Daily Capital is flooded, and boats are 
plying through the business district in that 
vicinity. 


Go to Hotel in Boats. 


To get to the Northwestern hotel this morn- 
ing it was necessary to use a boat. The water 
works and electric light and power plant, by 
heroic efforts, were kept in operation, al- 
though the water was entering them as fast 


as the engines could pump it out. If they. 


should cease the city would be without light 
or water, and many big plants wing electric 
power would shut down. 

Of the seven bridges in the city, only one is 
open for traffic. Railway service is prac- 
tically suspended!’ Water is over the North- 
western, Wabash, Burlington, and Rock 
Island tracks in many places in the city | 
limite. From Fort Dodge, above here, the 
Des Moines river is repefted to be two feet 
higher and still rising.

HORE PAY AT POSTORFIGE 


r. E. COYNE Is BACK IW CHTCAGO 


Says, Will Heve Their Salaries 
Advanced—Denies Shakeyp Is Com- 


But Admits Some Rearganiza- 
Will Be Attempted and Several 
Will Lose 


Their High 


Sounding™ Titles: 


Between 1,100 and 1,200 employés of the 
Chie postoffice, ranging from charwomen 
to assistant postmasters, will have their 
salaries advanced July 1. The aggregate 
increase in pay will amount to $100,000. 
Three hundred and thirty-one clerks who 
have been getting $700 a year Will receive 
There will be advances all along the 

line from $600 up to the $2,000 grade. 
Postmaster F. E. Coyne returned from 
Washington last night bringing the informa- 
tion. He had been in conference for the 
greater part of a week with Postmaster 
General Payne and expressed himself as 
satisfied with the result of his visit. He dis- 
cussed Chicago postoffice matters at his 
home, 705 Warren avenue, last night. Of 
an impending shakeup in the Chicago office 


‘Mr. Coyne said he knew nothing, aithough 


he admitted there would be an attempt at 
reorganization '’ and that a number of high 
officials ‘‘ would lose their titles.“ 


Will Attempt a Reorgenization. 

„ There will not be any shakeup in the Chi- 
cago postoffice,”’ sald Mr. Coyne. There will 
be some attempts at reorganization in line 
with suggestions of the department, and some 
of the officials, such as the superintendent of 
second class mails, superintendent of car- 
riers, and superintendent of the inquiry divis- 
ion, may have to lose their high sounding 
titles, but there will be no removals and no 
reductions in salary.” 

Mr. Coyne was reluctant to discuss the gen- 
eral postoffice scandals under investigation in 
Washington. I didn’t hear much about 
them there, said he. I was busy with my 
own affairs. I am happy to say we have no 
scandal in the Chicago office, and I am not 
bothering about what occurs in the depart- 
ment eleewhere.”’ 

Asked concerning the designations unau- 


thorized by law which the postmaster general 


is said to have discovered in Chicago as well 
as in other large cities in the postal depart- 
ments, Mr. Coyne said: 


Must Stop Diverting Money. 

„The postoffice department has outgrown 
its old classifications. Changes have been 
made from time to time In grades and classi- 
fications to meet requirements of the service, 
but congress has not kept pace with them by 
passing laws to provide for different condi- 
tions. Postmaster General Payne is dis- 
posed to call things by their right names 


| and to give officials titles according to the 


work they do. He and I discussed thie mat- 
ter when he passed through Chicago last 
year on his way to. take his office, and his 
views have not altered. The controller of 


the ‘treasury, however, insists that the let- 


ter of the appropriation act must be followed, 
and that moneys may not be diverted frém 
one grade to another. 

„ am not at liberty to say what the new 
salaries will be, he continued, “for the 
order will not be received until the middle of 
June, but my recommendation for an ad- 
vance of from $700 to $800 for 831 clerks was 
allowed, and there will be increases in pay 
all along the line, from the 3600 to the 62,000 
grades. Buperintendents of delivery, reg- 
istry, and money orders, and the assistant 
postmaster will also be given substantial ad- 
vances in pay.“ 

It is understood that Leroy T. Steward, 
who is superintendent of delivery, will get 
an advance. Fourteen charwomen will be

Postmaster Coyne said also that 200 more 
clerks of the $600 class will be available by 
July 1 to maintain the eight hour schedule.

President and Mis Party Travel on 
‘Horsebeck from Laramie to Chey- 
einne, Distance of Sixty Miles 
Five Miles of the Journey Are Made 
Under Exciting Conditions—Meets 
G@everior at Fort A. D. Russell and 
‘Speeches Are Exchange.

Cheyenne, Wyo., May 80 — [Special. 
President Roosevelt and his party rode sixty 
miles on horseback today, covering the dis- 
tance from Laramie to this city. At least 
five miles of the ride were made under exci® 


tried to force the pace. They did not, how- 
ever, succeed in running away from the 
president, for in a five mile run his horse 
came in with the rest. 

The start was made from Laramie at 7:30 
clock this morning. Four relays of the 
fin@t horses to be found in Wyoming were 
provided. 

Not only the president's horses but those 


ot all his party were picked stock, and the 
only difficulty experienced by any of the 


escort was that of preventing their horses 
from running ahead of the president, con- 
sesh 4 to propriety and considerations of 
Satety. 

In fact, the last five miles of the ride into 
Van Tassel's were almost disorderly. When 
some of his old friends began to hustle things 
the president had to keep up with the fore- 
most, of course, and there was no one, except 
Capt. Seth Bullock, to protest against the

At Van Tassel’s ranch, where luncheon was

The president got into Fort D. A. Russell, 
three miles out of Cheyenne, at a Httlhe after 
5 o'clock in the afternoon. He was met 
there by Gov. Chatterton, with a mounted 
reception committee. The two cavalcades 
rode up to each other ceremoniously on the 
prairie, and Senator Warren rode out de- 
tween and formally introduced the president 
and the governor. 


Makes Speech on Horseback. 

Speeches were exchanged from horseback, 
the governor saying that it was a duty for 
Wyoming to welcome the president gladly, 
but an unconstrained pleasure to meet Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, the man, the appreciative 
student, and close friend of ali the western 
country. 

The president answered in kind, telling of 
his great pleasure in his early western ex- 

ences and his very great pleasure in to- 

y's ride. The governor then escorted the 

president through the fort and into Chey- 
enne, 

The dent made the Memorial day ad- 
dress here in his riding togs, and referred 
most enthusiastically to his sixty mile ride. 
He said in part: a 

“TIT do not feel Uke a stranger among you. 
It ie twenty years since I first came into 
Wyoming. At that time I was in the cow 
business myself. I know your people well. 
The mayor just said to me he was glad I was 
in thy with the west. I told him that 
sympathy was the wrong word; that I did 
not sympathize with the west, I admired it. 

„ Nothing, has delighted me more during 
the twenty-five years that I have known the 
west than to see the rapidity with which it 
has grown, together with the material devel- 
opment of the country. Hand in hand with it 
has gone the building up of the opportunities 
for leading a higher life, without which 
material development by itself always counts 
for so ‘ttle. 

Praise for Grand Army. 

„ want to say a special word of greeting 
on this day of all others, on Memorial day, 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, the men 
to whom we owe it that there Is today a 
country at all, and that today the president 
of the United States can go across this 
continent from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
can go from the gulf to the border line that 
separates us on the north from our Canadian 
brothers, and everywhere find himself at 
home among his own people. 

„After all there is but little I can preach 
that you cannot yourself learn from what 
these men of the grand army have practiced, 
and it is practice that counts. Precept is 
good, but one ounce of performance is worth 
a ton of promise and exhortation. The 
qualities which I admire in the west, the 
qualities which have built up this common- 
wealth and her sister commonwealths here,

HONOR MEMORY OF WEARERS OF 
BOTH THE BLUE AND GRAY. 


Old and Young Unite in Magnificent 
Pageant at Washington — Charles 
Emory Smith of Philadelphia De- 
livers Oration of the Day.at Arling- 
ton National Cemetery—Memorial 
Day Generally Observed by Ameri- 


in Europe. 

| Washington, D. C., May 80.—With solemn 
and impressive ceremonies Memorial day 
was observed in the national capital on a 
more elaborate scale than ever before. Busi- 
ness was suspended throughout the city. 
| People of all classes united in perpet- 
uating the memory of the heroic dead, 
who, in countless thousands, sleep peace~- 
fully in the eight national cemeteries of the 
District. of Columbia. 

The exercises.at Arlington were under 
the direction of the department of the Poto- 
mac, G. A. R., and included a parade of 
G. A. R. posts, the old guard, other patri- 
otic organizations, and the militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, headed by the Marine 
band. 

A, touching feature of the ceremony—a 
feature typifying a country thoroughly re- 
united—was the decoration of the graves in 
that section of the cemetery where lie the 
confederate dead. 


Oration of the Day. 

At the conclusion of the decoration of the 
graves a great crowd gathered in the amphi- 
theater. Charles Emory Smith, editor of the 
Philadelphia Press, delivebed the oration of 
the day. 

Later in the afternoon the monument and 
bust of the late Senator Cushman K. Davis 
of Minnesota was unveiled with appropriate 
ceremonies. Department Commander Kim- 
ball presided. 


At McKinley’s Tomb. 
Canton, O., May 30.—The vault containing 
the remains of President McKinley was deco- 
rated today with many beautiful flowers. 
Mrs. McKinkey drove to the tomb and placed 
Marechal Neil roses and red and white car; 
nations upon the casket. Among the floral 
was a bouquet of carnations received 
from Mrs. Roosevelt. President Roosevelt 
sent a handsome wreath four feet in diam- 
eter.

The ¢Hmax of the day came with the 
parade of 6,500 down Michigan avenue, the 
marching column reviewed by officers of the 
regular army, by municipal officials, and by 
a throng of people who banked the sidewalks 
from curb to building wall, despite the in- 
clemency of the weather. 


In the marching beatéa by driving 


rain and chill winds, there were but et- 
erans of the war of forty years ago. They 
tramped past in broken squads, saluting col- 
ors with trembling hands, doffing old sam- 
paign hats, tattered flags fluttering, and their 
thin ranks closed up as well as decreasing 
numbers would allow. There were posts of 
the Grand Army in line which marshaled but 
twenty-three men. The largest body thum- 
bered but 141 veterans, While he 
number of each marching equad did sot. ex- 
ceed fortymen. 
In the van of the marching column feflow- 
the squads of police and Chief Marshal 
mam PF. Rend came a battalion of the 
Twentieth United States infantry from Fort 
erildan. A battery of the regular army 
rumbled its six guns to either side of the 
roadway to the gouth, and through this disie 
the survivors of the rebellion made: their

They ravaged from noon 
till 9 or 10 p. m.; they strolled in organized 
groups through the streets of the city and 
methodically smashed the windows of Jewish 
houses. | 
he next day disorder, as if by command, 
began at one time in different parts of the 
city; in the outskirts principally grown peo- 
ple rioted, and in the centerof the city, ridic- 
ulous to say boys, in groups of ten to fifteen. 
They fell upon closed groceries, smashed the 
windows and doors, plundered them, and 
threw merchandise on the streets, broke 


household goods, and retreated only when the 


walls were left.

“Ae “By and by they were joined by grown

larger stores in the center of the city. In 
the hands of the thunderers appeared al- 


‘ready crowbars and other instruments, and 


they began breaking even iron shutters. 
with clothes, 
books, manufactured goods, trinkets, and 
jewelry, ete. The crowd pillaged and 
plundered what they could. 

“Even greater bacchanals occurred in 
other streets. The New Bazaar, Armian- 
skaia street, went through such devastation 
that it is impossible to see it without shud- 
dering. As this street is densely inhabited 
by Jews, not a single house remained whole. 
All trades and manufacturing establishments 
represent a picture of devastation; destroyed 
and spoiled is all merchandise and all house- 
hold goods, and all this lies in the street. 

“ Pillows and feather beds were carried 
into the streets and ripped open- The streets 
and sidewalks and trees are covered with 
feathers and down, like snow. Here the 
crowd got in special fury, because in this 
street there were located many wine cellars 
and a large wine depot. them not a 
remnant was left. In the wine cellars the 
bottoms of the barrels were beaten out and 
in the wine depot everything was pillaged. 


The turbulent crowd went out on the streets, 


clinked with their glasses, drank champagne 

and other expensive beverages. In this 

street were at work several gangs who 

strolied, after nothing was left, into the ad- 
joining streets, where the same operations 
were repeated. 


Massacre in Lower City. 

But all this grows insignificant compared 
with those terrors which occurred in the 
lower part of the city and in the outskirts, 
the home of poverty. Here the gangs were 
out not for ‘thundering’ but for robbery 
and murder. Here at every step could be 
found a body disabled, wounded, with blood. 
Here you see a wife bewail with her children 
their provider, there a husband his wife and 
ehildren, a brother his sister, a sister her 


brother, etc. 


Here the feet get covered with thick lay- 
ers of feathers, the feathers with blood. On 
the walls of several houses are marks of 
blood and brain. Here the gang was armed 
with axes, Knives, and bars. It did not only 
‘spoil and destroy property, but slew and dis- 
abled Jews who ran into their path, not 
sparing women and children. The Jews here 
left their dwellings; seeking safety in Chris- 
tian houses, but not all Christians granted 
‘them a refuge; such persons then hid them- 
selves in attics, cellars, barns, and other 
places of safety) 

Prom there the greater number were 
dragged out on the street or into the yard, 
beaten half dead, crippled, and even killed. 
There were rumors current of children hav- 
ing been killed. The heads of the grown 
were simply smashed or cut with knives. 
The corpses were dragged on the street or 


observed not only in the lower part of the 
city and in the -outskirts but also in cen- 
trally located parts of the city, Here were 
masses of wounded, beaten, and maimed. 
Next to the depot the fury of the mob had 
reached such a measure that Jews were 
dragged out from the cars and cabs and 
beaten half dead. . 


Jews Fight in Defense. 
» “Tt must be remarked that ip densely in- 
habited centers the Jews attempted a de- 


‘arming themselves with whatever they could, 
‘but they were forced into yards and houses 
to avoid serious bloodehed.. And here the 
facts show that where the ‘ thunderers were 
met with due resistance there was no thun- 
dering,’ no pillage, no Killing. In this way 
were saved whole streets, whole districts. 
In the Third ward, for instance, the police 
succeeded in saving ite whole district: the 
merchants of the rag fair saved with the 
‘help of a few barelegs their whole bazaar: 
the chief of the volunteer fire brigade. En- 
gineer Koush, saved with some firemen a 


whole street and arresting alone a mass of 
plunderers. If there had not been such cases 
‘of courage God alone knows what had hap- 
pened in the center of the city. : 
But in spite of this the number of vi 
Alls one with horror. Twenty-six seriously 
wounded persons were received at the Jew- 
ish hospital, mostly from the lower part of 
the city and the outskirts; sixty ambulatory 
sick, of whom more than one-half were geri- 
oushy wounded. Of them every day some are 
dying, so that April 18 there were in all thir- 
ty-eight deaths. But thie is not all; the am- 
‘bulatory cases with more or less injuries are 


more than 250. 


Besides, in the county hospital were - 
eral wounded Christians: of these two died. 
one gypsy. as the dissection proved, from in- 
ternal injuries, and a boy whom a soldier 
had wounded with his bayonet while dispers- 
ing a gang. There are also lots of wounded 
Jews treated in the city by private doctors. 
The killed. beaten, and wounded present a 
pitiable sight. Doctors. accustomed to see 
death, persons with iron nerves, were terror 
or when visiting the ghastly Jewish 
hospital.

Sorrow in City’s Outskirts. 


According to the report of the correspond- 
ent of the Russkia Vedomosty, the most 
pitiable sight was seen in the outskirts of 
the city. 

The sad hovels,” says he, look gloomy 
with their broken windows and doors; 
around them sit in groups Jews with beaten 
faces. Near one hut I saw scattered pota- 
toes and a mattress ripped to pieces; on a 
wheelbarrow gat a Jew with bent head, hold- 
ing in his lap a girl: Here in the outskirts 
dwelis Jewish poverty, existing from its 
daily toil and the income from a little trade 
living from day to day. There were also 
several Jewish synagogues wrecked, the 
windows smashed, the candleholders and 
lamps upset or broken, the holy scrolls torn. 
“The calamity struck principally the 
poorer classes. Most terrifying is the fact 


that the thunder was accompanied by 


loss of life. These are the important items: 
About forty-five killed, sixty seriously 
wounded, while several hundred received 
light injuries. I saw in the cemetery nine- 
teen corpses. They lay in two rows, covered 
with Jewish death blankets, white with 
black stripes, in front of several . burned 
candles. The watchman removed the blan- 
kets: There were a woman, a child of 1% to2 
years, a boy of 17 or 18 years, old men, etc.— 
people of all ages, all poor. 

„One corpse had all the face covered with 
blood; an old man’s skull and nose were 
terribly fractured. The blow he had received 
looked. beastly, calculated not for a human 
organism but for the hardness of a. brick 
wall. | 


Jews Thrown from Windows. 


It is rumored that the Jews were thrown 
from the third floors of houses into the 
street. Judging from the character of the 
injuries, this is fully possible. There are 
also rumors of assaults. On the streets can 
be often seen Jews with bandaged heads.

‘amateurs’ are said to have been ‘ intelli- 
gent’ persons. There are rumors that some 
of those sympathized with the ‘.thunderers ’ 
and encouraged the crowd by shouts. The

Governor General’s Order. 
The orders by Gov. Gen. Dragomiroff are 
mentioned in the account published in the 
Novoe Vremya at St. Petersburg on Thurs- 
day, April 21 (Russian calendar), May 7 
(American calendar).

MANY WAYS TO SAVE DROWNED. 


Report of Investige tions Ilade by Com- 
_ mittee Appointed by the Royal 
«Medical Society. 
[BY.CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] | 
LONDON, May 30.—Prof. Schaffer has pre- 
sented a report of the committee appointed by 
the Royal Medical society to investigate th 
phenomena attending death by drowning. 


Experiments with a view to determine the 


amount of air that can be taken into and 
forced out of the lungs by the various meth- 
ods of artificial respiration were first at- 
tempted on dead bodies, but rigor mortis 
prevented trustworthy results. Experiments: 
were made ther on a living subject. the con- 
ditions being observed. He remained pas- 
sive, not making any attempt at natural 
respiration nor by involuntary closure of 
glottis to prevent the free passage of air in 


| or out of the lungs. Ten methods of artificial 


respiration were tested and included first 
the traction method recommended by Sil- 
vester, consisting In enlarging the chest by 
raising the ribs, the arms being dragged 
forcibly forwards and upwards by the side 
of the head. The second by compression, 
recommended by Howard and Marshal Hall, 
depending upon the principle of squeezing 
air out of the thorax by pressure and allow- 
ing fresh air to pass in by means of the 
elastic reaction following the removal of. 
pressure. 

The third was combinations of the above, 
with a modification of the position of the 
patient. The results showed all were com- 
petent to effect a sufficient change of air to 
maintain the oxygenation of the blood. The 
least amounts were yielded by the traction 
method pure and simple. The combination 
traction and alternating pressures gaye re- 
sults in some cases much larger than others. 
Intermittent pressure alone proved an ade- 
quate means of effecting respiration, and 


rolling combined with pressure in the back 


was also strikingly efficacious, The commit- 

tee considered that this, and even the sim- 

pler method of rhythmic pressure on the 

back, with the subject prone, should have a 

prominent place in all recommendations for 

the resuscitation of the apparently drowned,

MARRIAGE FAILURE IN ENGLAND 


Official Statistics for the Year 1901 
, Show a Striking Increase in 

Divorce Cases.

LONDON, May 30.—Official statistics of 
marriage failures in 1001 show a big in- 
crease in separation divorce cases. In 1803 
825 separation orders were granted, or 2.77 
per 100,000 population.

Divorce 
petitions numbered 750, of whieh 491 were 
filed try husbands and 259 by wives.

LONDON, May 30.—The poster which is

BLURS RIDRS RACE. 


FAMOUS BICYOLIST MEETS DEATH 
ON TRACK AT CAMBRIDGE. 


Lowers ‘Three World's Records “ane in 
the Sixteenth Mile a Bursting Tire 
Throws the Rider Down a Steep Em- 
bankment—Crashed Into by Motor 
Pacer and Dies in an Ambulance on 
Way to the Hospital—Two Seriously 
Injured—Fatality Fails to Stop Race 


Cambridge, Mass., May 96—Harry b. Elkes 
of Gens Falls, N. V., the premier motor 
pace follower of the United States, was 
killed, and Will Stinson, almost as well 
known among bicyclists as Elkes, and F. A. 
Gately, a motor steersman, were seriously 
injured in an accident at the initial bicycle 
meeting on the New Charles River park 
track this afternoon. 


The accident occurred in the first lap of the 
sixteenth mile of a motor paced. race, and 
was due to the bursting of th¢ rear tire on 
Elkes wheel at a point where the track bank 
is at an angle of about 33 degrees. Elkes 
tried to stop his machine, and in doing so 
was thrown over the handle bars; turning a 
complete somersault, and, with his. wheel. 
rolled down.the steep embankment directly 
in kront of Stinson’s motor, which was 
manned by Gately. 

The heavy motor struck Elkes, throwing 
Gately and the machine completely over 
him, white Stinson, Who was following; 
crashed into he wreck. At the time of the 
accident Elkes was well in the lead, having 
made new world's records for the five, ten, 
and fifteen miles. The injured men were 
picked up and sent to the hospital, Elkes 
dying on the way. | , 


Was Twenty Mile Race. 


The:track is five laps to the mile, and the 
principal attraction this. afternoon was a 
twenty mile paced race between Elkes, Stin- 

son, Walthour, and Moran. The first three“ 
were following single motors, and Moran was 
paced by a tandem. Stinson took the lead 
at the beginning of the race, with Walthour 
cut. of and Elkes in third place, Moran being 
out it from the start. In the fifth mile 
Stinson's tire burst, Walthour’s motor went 
wrong, and Elkes went.to the front. His 
time for the five miles was 6:21\%, beating the 
world’s record. In the seventh mile Stinson 
broke a chain of his second machine, losing 
a mile before he coulc again get into the 

race. Elkes was well in the lead, his time

At fifteen miles Elkes’ time was 18 minutes 
and 4 seconds, another world’s récord. Early

S:inson was cut 
severely about the head and face, while 
Gately's foot was split open by the motor, 
the big toe of the right foot being nearly am- 
putated. . 

The race was continued by Walthour and 
Moran, the former winning, completing the 
twenty miles in 26 minutes 20% seconds. 

Elkes had been the most prominent bicy- 
clist in this country for years. He had raced 
both in America and abroad. He returned 
from Europe only a few weeks ago, and was 
entered in the circuit races, representing the 
track at Philadelphia.

Next Speaker Calls Conference, 
to Be Held in Chicago” 
late This Summer, 


TO TALK ON COMMITTEES. 


Unusnal Situation Presented Ow- 
ing to Early Date for Conven- 
ung Absence of Contest. 


D. 3 —[Special. 

Late this summer. there will be a conference 
in Chicago between Joseph G. Canpon, the 
next speaker of the house of representatives, 
and leaders of the popular branch of con- 
gress, at which the organization of the next 
house will be practically decided upon. 
Congress will meet a month earlier next 
Winter than is customary, as the president 
will call an extra session for the purpose of 
enacting the legislation necessary to put the 
provision’ of the Cuban treaty in operation. 


ord for himself by announeing all the com- 
mittees a few days after he is elected. It is 
possible for him to do this, because there is 
absolutely no opposition to him, and he has 
considerable time before the meeting of con- 
grees to prepare the committees. It is pos- 
sible, however, that only the most important 
working committees will be announced early. 
For at the beginning of a new con- 
gress; it has been customary for the speaker 
to prepare his committees and announce 
them Just before the adjournment for the 
Christmas recess. There were two good rea- 
sons for this course. One is that there has 
generally been a contest for the high honor, 
and after the election of the speaker it was 
necessary for him to make his committee se- 
lections, The other reason, and perhaps the 
most important one, is that by Waiting until 
Christmas to make his announcement he es- 
caped the unpleasantness always caused by 
disappointments, and because after the re- 
cess all. soreness had disappeared. Uncle 
Joe will have to face the music in this re- 
spect unless he decides to follow the prece- 
Gent, which is doubtful. 


It wilt Be cqmparatively a simple matter to 
organize the next house, as a caucus for the 
selection of the speaker will be a perfunctory 
affair. The members will meet andnominate 
Mr. Cannon. ven a formal roll call is likely 
to be dispensed with, as the nomination will 

unahimous. There will be no fight over 
the election ot house officials and the prelim- 
inary work will be extremely harmonious. 
It will be necessary for the new speaker to 
have the personnel ot the ways and means 
and the benking and currency committees 
ready to announce wW the extra session 
conveties, as these are the two committees 
whith will have charge of the Cuban reci- 
procity and financial legislation. 

Mr. Cannon will have smooth sailing so far 
as the waye and means committee is con- 
cerned He undoubtedly will appoint Sereno 
E. Payne as chairman. The New Yorker was 
chairman of this committee during the last 
congress. There are several vacancies on 
this committee to fill, and an Illinois man, 
probably Mr. Boutell, will be put on the com- 
mittee to fill the gap caused by the promo- 
tion of Mr. Hopkins to the senate. 

With the banking and currency committee, 
however, it is a different story. If sound 
financial legislation, or any at all, is to be «x- 
pected of this committee, the new speaker 
will in all probability be called upon to make 
a clean sweep of 2 
anew set of men. 

It is notorious that nearly every member of 
the committee has a pet measure for re- 
Ueving the financial ills, and so strenuously 
and persistently do they advocate and fight 
for their theories that it has been practically 
impossible to secure a sensible measure from 

this committee. 

The last measure reported by the commit- 
tee represented the many varied views of the 
members, and it was so ridiculous that the 
house leaders were ashamed of it and feared 
it would furnieh excellent campaign ma- 
terial for the democrats during _ last con- 
gressional contest. 

Whether Mr. Cannon will Re p- 
resemtative Fowler as chairman of this com- 
mittee and permit its.organization of last 
congress to remain, or to appoint a new set 
of men, is one matter that Mr. Cannon will 
have to decide which is being watched with 
interest.

Mann had charge of Mr. Cannon's speaker- 
ship canvass and the Chicagoan will get a 
desirable assignment. 

With the retirement of Representative 
Tayler of Ohio, Mr. Mann will succeed to 
the chairmanship of the elections committee 
No. 1 if he desires it. 

Representative Ketcham of New York will 
succeed to the chairmanship of the post- 
office committee if precedents are followed. 
He heads the committee since the defeat 
ot Representative Loud of California. Mr. 
Ketcham is deaf, and this affliction would 
interfere with the performance of his duties. 
This misfortune almost certainly will cause 
Mr. Cannon to give the chairmanship to 
some one else. Representative Smith of 
Illinois ranks next below Ketcham and the 
chairmanship may descend to him, but as 
he has one chairmanship he may be over- 
looked.

IN AUSTRALIA.

Word Comes from Sydney That the 
American Birds Sent to Enter a Lay- 
ing Contest Are Outdistancing 
Their Riwals—Are Undiscouraged 
by a Stormy Ocean Voyage — Com- 
petition Will Continue a Year, Suc- 


All hail the American hen! She is carry- 
ing on the latest phase of the American 
invasion,” and is already known for her 
strenuous life, kee ingenuity, and Chi- 
cago push. Word comes from Australia 
that the eighteen hens sent from this coun- 
try to compete with the hens of that land 
in an egg laying contest have distanced 
their rivals and are still laying. 

Three coops of six hens each were sent 
from Chicago in February, and arrived in 
Sydney on March 16, after a particularly 
trying voyage. ‘They were immediately set 
to laying in competition with some sixty- 
five others. Yesterday Miller Purvis, editor 
of Commercial Poultry, received a report 
of the progres of the contest from A. A. 
Dunnictiffe Jr. of the Sydney Telegraph. 
The report states that the three pens of 
American hens stand first, second, 
fourth, respectively, on the tally sheet, t 
leaders having such a start of their rivals 
that it is doubtful if the latter can catch up, 
The conteet will last one year and the owners 
of thé winners will receive appropriate 


The laying contest is being held at the 
agricultural college at Hawkesbury, near 
Sydney, and the Australian correspondent 
says: 

“The interest in the competition is rap- 
idly on the increase, and the number of 
visitors multiplies each month, while state 
and interstate correspondence grows larger 
all the time. The excitement over the 
American hens is great, and a great many 
visitors journey to the college expressly to 
see representatves of the land of progress. 
The American pullets arrived in poor condi- 
tion, yet they were laying when they arrived 
and continue to lay.“ 

From the reports of the ocean voyage it 
is evident that American hens are not to be 
discouraged by their surroundings. A few 
of the hens were seasick for a week or more, 
but most of the fowls recovered within two 
days. Thereafter they began laying as if 
determined to make up for lost time. The 
ship's table was supplied with fresh eggs 
during the entire voyage.

For the third time in three Michigan 
yesterday won the intercollegiate confer- 
ence meet, and the Ann Arbor track team 
thereby secured permanent possession of the 
Spalding trophy cup. 

Michigan's score was 49 points, many more 
than even the most optimistic had credited 
to the wearers of the maize and blue. Chi- 
cago came in second with 40 points, also 


i many more than Stagg and his followers 


had counted vn. Wisconsin failed to come 
up to expectations and finished a poor third 
with only 10 points. The remaining points 
were divided among Purdue, Iowa, Illinois, 
Northwestern, Beloit, Oberlin, and Missouri. 
Indiana and Minnesota falled to score. 
„Michigan will win the conference meet,” 
Trainer Keene Fitzpatrick said on Friday 
night, but I do not believe we will have 
as much of a walkover as most people Nave 
predicted.” The Michigan trainer's words 
proved a true forecast, for the Ann Arbor 
men by no means had a cinch, and for a 
considerable part of the time it looked as if 
Chicago were going to nose out a victory. 


Distribution of the Points. 

Michigan secured six firsts, five seconds, 
and four thirds. Chicago took four firsts, 
six seconds, and two thirds. Northwestern, 
Purdue, IHinotis, and Iowa each pulled a first 
out of the contest, and the remaining seconds 
and thirds were scattered.

New York, May 30.--[Special.)—With the 
final score just half a point better than that 
of Harvard and with the result de- 
pendent on the running of the last event 


Yale took the last shield for permanent pos- 


session of the intercollegiate cup today from 
Harvard in the West Haven meet at Berkeley 
oval. 

The final score was 41% to 41, and the last 


event was the 220 yard dash. The entries 


were Lightner and Schick for Harvard and 
Long and Moulton of Yale. To win the meet 


Harvard had to take both first and second. 


Lightner was equal to the task and won, 
but Moulton got second and blasted Har- 
vard's hopes. The other colleges stood: Cor- 
nell, 16; Prineeton, 11%; Syracuse, 11; Am- 
herst, 9; Georgetown, 8; Penna, 3; Will- 
jams, 2. 

Protest was made by Manager Clark of the 
Harvard track team to Referee James E. 
Sullivan against awarding second piace in 
the 100 yards dash to F. R. Moulton of Yale 
Clark claimed that Schiek of Harvard, and 
not Moulton of Yale, Was second. Thomas 
F. O’Brien, who judged the second place 
men, was positive Moulton was second, and 
W. J. Swan of the New York Athietic club, 
who picked third man, was equally positive 
that Schick was third. The protest goes to 
the executive committee. If Moulton is dis- 
qualified Harvard will get the meet. 

Duffey again won the 100 in :10 flat, beat- 
ing Moulton of Yale one foot. The two mile 
was a notable event, Schutt of Cornell, win- 
ning in easy style and breaking the record. 
His time was 9:40, eleven seconds better than 
the time of A. Grant of Pennsylvania, in 
1900. H. L. Gardner of Syracuse won the 
pole vault at ll feet 7 inches, equaling the 
record made last year by D. 8. Horton of 
Princeton. The latter ys in this year’s 
event, but finished only third with a vault 
of 11 feet.

ing the record of 44 feet 11% inch made 
only yesterday by himeelf.

The go ent intends to in- 
troduce the bill before the end ot June. 

In the meantime the senate has been dis- 
cussing the new army law on the two years’ 
service plan, which, according to competent 
judges, will certainly make more difficult 
than in the past a reduction of military ex- 
penses, which are really too heavy now. 


Paris-Medrid Race Fiasco, 

France has had no eyes or ears this week 
for anything but the colossal news items of 
the accidents which marked the first day of 
the automobile race between Paris and Ma- 
drid. 

Extraordinary enthusiasm was shown on 
the departure of the automobiles, and perhaps 
one-quarter of the population of Paris started 
out to see it. Some Of the machines were of 
colossal proportions and were able to attain 
unheard of speed. 

Whether the service of guards for the roads 
was badly organized or whether our French 
roads, although 80 fine, do not admit of such 
staggering velocities, seven deaths marked 
the first hours of the race, and the champions 
were overtaken before they reached Bor- 
deaux by an order from the president of the 
council of ministers, who put an end te the 

In the chamber of deputies the president of 
the council expressed his regret for having 
authorized the race, and the matter ended 
there.

Effect on Future Races. 

It is a lesson which will not be lost on the 
organizers of succeeding races, ‘who will 
have to multiply their precautions and the 
stations of police charged with looking after 
the roads. 

It must be admitted, too, that the French 
public is at once prudent and intractable 
and that it is impossible to obtain from it 
absolute freedom of the roads. 

This disaster has, so to speak, obliterated 
the demonstrations between the clericals 
and the anti-clericals in the churches and 
around thé churches. The public mind paid 
no further attention to these conflicts, and 
the belligerents, deprived of spectators, lost 
their enthusiasm and went home. 3

BALFOUR RAISES A STORM 


NEW TARIFF POLICY MAY SPLIT 
PARTY RANKS. 


British Premier Severely Criticised by 
the Liberal Opposition for Propeos- 
ing te Tax the Food of the People 
for the Benefit of the Colonies—Lord 
Hugh Ceeil and Winston Charchill 
Lead the Revolt of the Prime Min- 


ister’s Own Supporters.

LONDON, May 30.—The debate in the 
house of commons on the motion for adjourn- 
ment over the Whitsuntide holidays was by 
far the most important which has been held 
during the present seaston. The chancellor 
of the exchequer was significantly silent. 
The leader of the opposition and his prin- 
cipal colleagues were, unfortunately, absent, . 
but the prime minister and the colonial sec- 
retary, speaking in complete agreement, laid 
down a new financial policy which strikes at 
the root of the system that has prevailed 
in this country, if not since 1846, at least 
since 1860. 


Chamberlain Captures Balfour. 

Chamberlain has completely succeeded in 
capturing Balfour. That is not surprising. 
The stronger will has conquered the keener 
and more cultivated intellect. To a deputa- 
tion which protested against the repeal of 
the grain tax the premier spoke like a man 
arguing against his own opinions. On Thurs- 
day afternoon he told the house of commons 
what those opinions were. He thinks that 
the food of the people—the people of the 
united kingdom—should be taxed in order 
that the produce of the colonials may be 
specially exempted from tax. 

Balfour’s economic arguments about the 
difficulty of one sided free trade and the 
necessity of retaliating against hostile tar- 
iffs are repetitions of the stale fallacies 
which, in the course of the last half century, 
have been refuted again and again. His 
one new argument is political, and shows 
that he must for once have read the news- 
papers, for it is taken bodily from Sir Robert 
Giffen’s letter in the Times of the previous 


day. 
Only to Punish Germany. 

Germany, it seems, has put a count 
ing duty upon Canadian goods to make up 
for the preference accorded to British goods 
by Canada. Therefore Great Britain must 
do something disagreeable to Germany or 
the fiscal union of the empire is destroyed. 
The answer is simple. No such thing as a 
fiscal union of the empire exists or ever 
has existed since the establishment of self- 
government in the colonies. For the benefit 
of the colonies, and for their benefit alone, 
they have been allowed to treat British man- 
ufacturers as if they were foreign, and to tax 
them as they pleased. 


Arrogance of the Colonies. 

Of that privilege, singular in the history of 
the world, they have made ample use. If 
they want fiscal union they can have it by 
adopting free trade. That they should dic- 
tate financial policy to the British house of 
eommons is a pretension so overbearing in 
its arrogance that it cannot be seriously in- 


by a crafty suggestion that the new duties 
on foreign grain might be employed to pro- 
vide pensions for the aged poor. In other 
words, the poor are to pension themselves 
out of their own pockets. : 

And this is the government which has just 
taken off the duty on foreign grain imposed 
last year. Such, however, is practically 
what the government will submit to the 
constituencies at the next general election. 

Signs of Party Revolt. 

The house was thunderstruck, as well it 
might be, but the opposition was not left to 
the liberal party. Ominous warnings of 
trouble to come proceeded from Lord Hugh 
Cecil, the abdlest of the younger tories; from 
Winston Churchill, who represents the great | 
manufacturing. industry of Ol@ham; and 
from Pemberton, who represents the great 
shipping industry of Sunderland. All these 
three men are ministerfaliets, and they do 
not stand alone.

MAY LIMIT SPEED OF AUTOS. 


French Government May Make Twenty- 
two Miles the Maximum, and Manu- 
facturers Are Alarmed.

PARIS, May 30.—It is reported that new 
regulations regarding ‘:utomobiles are under 
consideration which will forbid the manufac- | 
turers of motor cars from delivering auto- 
mobiles that can attain a speed of more than 
twenty-two miles an hour. The manufac- 
turers and dealers are anxious, as they be- 


ticle the Daily Telegraph says: If wecea 
settle with the United States we may regard 
the threat of retaliation elsewhere with im- 
difference.”

NR would be te 
offer to trade with the commercially feder 
ated empire under more favorable terms 
than our fiscal impotence would ever have 
enabled us to obtain under a syetem of free 
trade. That does not mean free trading. 
Tt would be an insult to America to suggest 
that because we had taken a leaf out of ber 
economic bible she would threw the volume 
at our heads.”

: Interest in Irish Race. 

Of course, the chief interest to the British . 
public was the possibility of some such series 
of disasters as attended the Paris-Bordeauz 
race marring the contest for the interna- 
tional cup in Ireland. It was quickly pointed 
out by the committee of the Automobile Cub 
ot Great Britain, which has the arrange 
ments for the race in hand, that the condi- 
tions of the Paris-Madrid and the interna- 
tional cup contests are wholly different, and 
that the causes which inevitably led to the 
accidents between Paris and Bordeaux were 
either wholly absent er could easily be pro- 
vided against in the case of the Irish contest, 
In fact, as Freeman's Journal of Dublia 
pointed out, it might almost be asserted that 
the terrible calamities which attended the 
race from Paris to Bordeaux offered addi- 
tional assurances of security in the race te 
be run in Ireland, July 2. Most of the Irish 
papers at the beginning of the agitation 
against the race expressed the hope that 
the government would not interfere, point- 
ing out that to Ireland the race is already 
providing a material blessing in the shape 
of crowds: of visitors who are making ar- 
rangements to witness the event, and that # 
would be a thousand pities if the authorities 
stepped in at the eleventh hour and vetoed 
the contest. Freeman's Journal called upon 
the people living in the neighborhood of the 
route selected for the contest to keep their 
sheep, goats, dogs, cats, and poultry off the 
road, saying one of the most painful of 
tragedies in the France-Spanish race was 
caused by a dog which was crossing the 
road.

French Court Names Commission to In- 
quire as to the Sanity of John

PARIS, May 30.—The application of Mrs. 
John C. Breckinridge of California for the 
care and control of her husband was heard 
in civil chambers today. Mr. Breckinridge, 
who is the son of Mrs. Frederick Sharon, 
wife of the son of the late Senator Sharon 
of California, is under treatment at a hotel, 
in care of nurses and doctors.

The noise disturbed 
him, and accordingly he called one of his 
aids de camp and angrily directed him to 
go at once and to order the palace guard to 
disperse the mob at the point of the bayonet.

nobleman—intimated at a reception that he 


had something confidential to communicate 
to his majesty, coolly lifted the pompous 
ttle diplomat from the ground, sat.him on 
bis knee, and then exclaimed, *‘ Now, my 
little fellow, what is it?’ the envoy being 
so beside himself with rage that he was only 
prevented from asking for his passports by 
his consciousness of the ridiculous nature 
of the episode.

N these modern days mon- 
archs are quite as much com- 
pelled to conform themselves 
to the conventionalities, the 
proprieties, and the decencies 
of life as the humdlest of 
their fellow citizens. The

the middle of the last cen- 
tury, has been relegated to 
oblivion, along with similar 
practices and ideals. Rulers 
are no longer above the law, 
but amenable thereto, if not

life that is above reproach. In fact, except 
when engaged in presiding at some state 
function which necessitates a certain amount 
of ceremony and pomp, they will be found by 
Americans to be — kindly

A MICHIGAN AVENUE DREAM. 

No makeshift. improvement such as a 
viaduet or a subway will do for Michigan 
avenue. “The plans that have been sug- 
gested are imperfect. They would fail to 
accomplish what is desired—namely: the 
opening of a broad, level, spacious boule- 
vard between the north and south divisions 
of the city. 

Tun TRIBUND has a scheme which it re- 
spectfully submits to the consideration of 
the citizens of both divisions. It is this: 

First, condemn all or part of the land on 
the east side of Michigan avenue between 
Randolph street and the river. The cost 
of the property to be condemned should be 
paid as far as possible out of the benefits 
assessed against the property on the oppo- 
site side of the avenue. 

Second, construct a new bascule bridge 
east of the present Rush street bridge and 
open a bouleyard on the north side as far. 
as IIlinois street, and thence east, connect- 
ing with the Lincoln Park boulevard. 

Third, pave the new boulevard through- 
out with asphalt. 

Fourth, remove the street car tracks from 
Michigan avenue. 

The scheme may appear visionary at 
first, but will it seem so when * careful 
consideration? 

If such a boulevard should be opened 
wholesale business will soon desert Michi- 
gan avenue. If it does not there will be 
room on the west side of the street for 
„prominent citizens to eonduet their bus- 
iness at the public expense, and there will 
still be room on the east side of the street 
for light. traffic. 

Our belief is. that business, if 
the improvement were made, would wholly 
desert the avenue, for the property would. 
soon become too valuable for purposes of 
that kind. It would be-wanted for shops, 
precisely as the Jackson boulevard property 
is. Rents of shops on that boulevard in the 
last three years are said to have increased 
100 per cent. There would be a like increase

VOTE “YES.” 

The voters. of the county should mark 
their ballots for the proposition to allow the 
county board to issue bonds to the amount 
of $1,250,000 to clean up the floating debt 
of the county, re@stablish its credit; and 
enable it to make economies which will 
otherwise be out of its power.

would deplore it bitterly. A great oppor- 
tunity is offered to them now to secure 
abundant park facilities for themselves and 
their families, and they should say “yes” 
in joyous chorus. 


THE BOOK oF BOOKS. 
A British and For Bible society was 
organized in London in 1804, and at that 
time there were thirty-five bible societies in 


i the United States. These made a merger in 


1816, and then the American Bible society 
“began its work of circulation. For eighty- 
seven years this trust has been in suc- 
cessful operation and withal has been so 
honestly and broadmindedly conducted 
that there has been little desire to compete 
with it, There has been no complaint made 
of its prices and no protest made against its 
methods. No district attorney has been 
urged to prosecute it. It is the only book 
concern in the country that has dealt in but 
one book, the only concern that has seen 
one book go into editions whose number is 
legion.“ 

A few’ days ago the American Bible so- 
ciety footed up its work for eighty-seven 
years and found that it had sold in that 
time 72,670,783 bibles, an average of a 
little more than 825,296 per year. The Brit- 
ish and Foreign society, up to March 31, 
1902, had disposed of 175,038,965 copies. 
It does not follow that the English people 
‘are greater bible readers than the American. 
The American output was largely for heme 
consumption; the English, for foreign as 
well as for home use, great numbers going 
to the colonies and missionary fields. 

At the end of eighty-seven years’ circula- 
tion the bible society reports an increasing 
demand. While the average for these years 
is as stated above, last year about 2,000,000 
copies were distributed. No book has 
equaled it. When this society began its 
operations in 1816, as the New York Mail 
and press observes, “ Tom Paine's Age 
of Reason had begun to reap its harvest 
of doubt. Skepticism was rife in the young

A sUsPicious ORDINANCE. 

A telephone company which has no au- 
thority to do business outside of Hyde 
Park asks the council for permission to 
do business in all parts of the city for the 
next thirty years.. The inducement it of- 
fers is cheaper service. It will supply 
business. telephones for $80 a year, which 
is a considerable reduction from the charge 
made by the existing company. 

Chicagoans desire cheap telephone serv- 
ice, but they are wiser now than they were 
some years ago when they listened ap- 
proviggly to every individual who prom- 
ised them cheap gas if given the right to 
‘lay mains throughout the city. The’ coun- 
cil is wiser and honester than it was then. 
It does not listen so good naturedly to men 
who ask for a franchise for purposes of 
competition when in reality they want it 
for purposes of sale. If the franchise 
which the Hyde Park company is asking 
for were granted it might soon be offered 
for sale to the highest bidder, and the Chi- 
cago, Telephone company might be the pur- 
chaser. The privileges granted to that 
company expire six years hence. If it were 
‘to become the owner this year of a right 
to carry on business in the city for the next 
thirty years it would not care what hap- 
pened six years hence when its privileges 
under the ordinancé of 1889 expire. 

It is true that if the company were to 
do business after 1909 under an ordinance 
like the one introduced for the benefit of 
the Hyde Park company it would be al- 
lowed to charge only $80 where. it is now 
allowed to charge. $125, but it would not 
be asked to make the concessions to the 
city which would be required of it if it had 
to go to the council six years from now for 
a renewal of its privileges. At present. 
it pays only 8 per eent of the gross receipts 
from the business done within the eity.“ 
No such moderate compensation would suf- 
‘fice if the company were asking for an 
ordinance now. 

The council should see to it that the com- 
‘pany does not evade the payment of fair 
compensation by getting possession of some 
franchise granted to secure “ competition.” 

The Hyde Park ordjnance will stand 
watching. It has small possibilities of 
good and great possibilities of evil. Every 
measure which offers competition and 
cheapness in public utilities should be 
looked at carefully before and behind, with- 
in and without. Usually it is a Trojan 
horse.

A HAPPY ESCAPE. 
The settlement made by the Lake Shore 
railroad with its freight handlers is a happy 
escape from what threatened to be a se- 
rious disturbance of business interests in 
Chicago. The terms are fair. The offer on 
the part of the road was judicious. It ena- 
bles the other railroads to make arrange- 
ments with their freight handlers that shall 
not be oppressive to either side, and which 
ought to be satisfactory. -

Salvation is not a luxury but a necessity. 
It is the greatest blessing because it lasts the 
longest. Temporal things are transient, but 
this is eternal. 7 

Sometimes you say, when a man has done 

a foolish thing. He will only rue it once.”

us as with you Americans. Our ‘husbands provide us with every necessi- 
ty and plenty of luxuries; many of them allow their wives to do pretty 
much as they please.

Goodspeed, who discovered them, gave the 
result of his researches to the scientific world 
in a paper read by him before the American 
Philosophical society on the night of May 15. 

While only the threshold of the discovery 
has been passed suggestions have come from 
many scientists concerning practical uses for 
the discovery. Of these suggestions the one 
most frequently made is that nhysico-radio- 
graphs of the rays from individuals may 


serve to show the physical condition of the 


subject. 

Among the suggestions are those that the 
cause of hypnotism may be revealed by ex- 
periments along the line of the new discovery 
and that adulterations of supposedly pure 
substances may be detected by photographs 
of the tell-tale characteristic rays. An ex- 
treme suggestion that is frowned upon by 
the scientists is that thought photographs 
will ultimately be made. 

The experiment that directed Prof. Good- 
speed's attention into a new line of investiga- 
tion and that resulted in the discovery of the 
new ray was madeonaApril6ofthisyear... 

He, was photographing with X rays on that 
day, and used as a support for his photo- 
graphic plate an iron tripod stand with a 
ring at its top. The plate rested in its box 
on this ring. with the film side upward. The 
rays. were directed downward upon the plata. 
When Prof. Goodspeed developed the plate 
he was astonished to find that the action of 
the X rays had been influenced by the ring. 

He next placed a wide bronze ring between 
the rays ahd the plate, retaining the iron 
ring as a support. This radiograph, when 

printed, showed a darker shadow just above 
the fron ring and a lighter zone where the 
bronze overlapped. 


Numerous experiments with other metals 
and with the tube in varying positions fol- 
lowed. Each metal was found to have a sep- 
arate and characteristic effect. It was also 


seen that the effect of the radiant influences 


from the several metals was to reach around 
into the shadows of objects impervious to 
the X rays. The influences acted in a direc- 
tion opposite to that of the rays from the 
tube. 

After a number of experiments in which 
the rays from the Crookes tube were di- 
rected downward and were intercepted by 
impervious substances before reaching the 
photographic plate below, Prof. Goodspeed 
devised the apparatus with which he has 
made all of his recent startling experiments. 

Upon the light proof black box containing 
the Crookes focus tube in operation he 
placed a pile of lead plates. The X rays 
were now directed upward. The lead plates, 
being impervious to the rays, deflected them 
so that they passed out from the ‘bottom 
and the sides of the box. 

Upon the heap of lead was now placeda 
light proof box containing a photographle 
plate with the film side upward. This w 
capped with a brass cylinder having neither 
top.nor bottom, A small aperture was in the 


eylinder’s side. 


_ When all things were in readiness for, the 
experiment, a cent, a gold ring, anda plece ot 
aluminium were placed on the lid of the box 
containing the film and the top of the cylin- 
der was closed with a heavy piece of zinc. 
Prof. Goodspeed then stood about two feet 
away from the box containing the Crookes 
tube, and held his hand opposite to the 
aperture in the brass cylinder and about 
three inches from it. After maintaining this 
position for three minutes the plate was de- 
veloped and was found to show remarkably 
clear radiographs of the three objects that 
had rested upon the Tid of the box. 

The focus tube is a glass globe from which 
the air has been exhaugéad. A concave re- 
eeiver within the globe“ “ tects the cathode 
rays that are generated by an electrical ap- 
paratus and casts them against a platinum 
plate. This transforms them into X rays. 

The rays passed out through. the box into 
the body of the expertmenter and were trans- 
formed within the body into the characteris- 
tio human ray. Passing out.of the body they 
were directed upon the box containing the

photographic plate and influenced the up- 
turned film. 

In another experiment two apertures were 
cut in the cylinder. Before one of these 
Prof. Goodspeed he!d his hand for three min- 
utes. The other opening was unobstructed. 
Development of the plate showed a broad. 
brilllant band of light flowing from the aper- 
ture that had been opposite the hand. while 
a faint. brushlike streak marked where the 
unobstructed opening had been. It was 
theught probable that the faint light was 
Cc. used by rays coming from Prof. Good- 
speed’s clothed body. 

In a third experiment one of the apertures 
was closed with a tiny pare of glass and the 
other left unobstructed. The rays from the 
hand passed with comparative difficulty 
through the glass. A fourth experiment 
showed that aluminium was more translu- 
cent. 

That the Crookes tube acts merely as an 
accelerator or an intensifier of the rays that 
permeate all matter is the opinion not only 
of Prof. Goodspeed but also of several mem- 
bers Of the American Philosophical society 


who have been interviewed. Its function is 
similar to that of a relaying apparatus in 
telegraphy. 

Is.it possible that these rays may be so 
intensified by a Crookes tube or other appa- 
ratus that they may be seen by the human 
eye?“ Prof. Goodspeed was asked. 

“ That question must be answered by future 
experiments. It is altogether probable that 
to the sharp eyes of certain animals man is 
made visible in a dark room by the rays from 

s own body. This may explain how some 
of the animals see in the dark.“ 

What commercial value do you see in the 
discovery?” was asked. 

“TI have not even considered that phase 
yet. The X ray has little if any commercial 


value, and it may be that this also will be 


limited.” 
Are you continuing your investigations of 
the source and properties of the new rays?? 

“It will be necessary for a time to return 
to my regular college work, that has been 
sadly neglected since I began these experi- 
ments. The work of investigation of the 
newly discovered manifestation of radio-ac- 
tivity will be taken up by hundreds of other 
experimenters and their findings will proba 
bly go much further than mine. 

I made another discovery in the course of 
my experiments that will be of especial in- 
terest to scientists. That is the cause of 
X ray burns on the human body. 

While experimenting with X rays about 
a year ago I kept the Crookes tube in opera- 
tion almost constantly fora week. Inotonly 
worked in the room by day but slept in it at 
night. About the third day an attack of con- 
junctivitis developed and my eyes gave me 90 
much trouble that I could searcely work. 

While at work on these later experiments 
I again worked day and night in the labora- 
tory and again I was attacked by the mys- 
terious affections of the eye and throat mem- 
branes. With the knowledge that I had as 
to the result of the radiographs made by the 
rays from my body I concluded that the ab- 
sorption and transformation of the X rays 
by the body caused the trouble. The symp- 
toms in both experiences were identical.“

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UNVEIL SHERMAN STATUE 
WITH APPROPRIATE SERVICE. 


St. Gaudens“ Magnificent Equestrian 
Work Formally Dedicated to the City 
of New York—Root Delivers Address. 


New York, May 30.—Appropriately. New 
York chose Decoration day for the unveiling 
of Augustus St. Gauden’s equestrian statue 
of Gen. William T. Sherman, erected by the 
citizens of the metropolis in the Plaza circle 
at the Fifty-ninth street and Fifth ‘avenue 
entrance to Central park. This ceremony 
was the principal event in the city’s observ- 
ance of the day. It was preceded by a parade 
of troops, the G. A. R., and the Loyal Legion, 
and of which Maj. Gen. A. R. Chaffee was 
grard marshal. The parade was reviewed 
by Gov. Odell and Elihu Root, secretary of 
war, who were accompanied on the reviewing 
stand by Mayor Low, the officials of the 
chamber of commerce, and guests. 

The cord which unveiled the statue was 
drawn by Master William T. Sherman 
Thackara. a grandson of Gen. Sherman. 
Cornelius N. Bliss, acting chairman of the 
committee, presented the statue to the city. 
Mayor Low accepted it on behalf of the cor- 
poration in a short address, and Elihu Root, 
secretary of war, delivered the oration. He 
spoke as follows: 

“ Rarely, as the centuries pass, some great 
national crisis, with the inspiration of strug- 
gle and the test of requirements beyond the 
capacity of common men, gifts the materiai 
of a nation, and reveals a man equal to 
great occasion. Such a man was WIII- 


am Tecumseh Sherman. The part that 


Sherman played in that great struggle 
was not merely courageous, loyal, de- 
voted, brilliant. It was essentially de- 
cisive. Erase it from the pages of his- 
tory and no human mind can divine how the 
blanks would have been filled. In the gen- 
eral maintenance and conduct of the war, the 
powerful influence of his military genius, 
the strong support of his indomitable will, 
the forward impulse of his tremendous en- 
rey, the singular nobility of his unselfish 
character, which, meeting like characteris- 
tics in Grant, enabled them to work to- 
gether like brothers—all these made the per- 
sonality of Sherman an essentially decisive 
part of the great consummation which de- 
termined that America was to free and 
united. 

“ Again and again he put the presidency 
away from him and chose rather the inde- 
pendence and dignity of citizenship than the 
honors of high office, which could add noth- 
ing to his laurels.” 

The ceremonies closed with benediction by 
Bishop Potter.

ORGANIZED “MURDER MILL” 
FOUND AT ALEXANDRIA. 


Thirty-three Deaths Laid to the Oper- 
ations of the Gang—Dalton Will Tell 
of Their Plans. 


Alexandria, Ind., May 320.—[Special.]—The 
recent confessions of Ollie Dalton support 
the theory that an organized band of cut- 
throats and night assassins has existed here 
for almost ten years. 

The coroner's inquest reports show that 
beginning nine years ago. thirty-three per- 
sons have met violent deaths in the city by 
the band of thugs and assassins. The light 
of day revealed theig bruised and maimed 
forms, often found alongside the railroad 
tracks or in some lonely spot. Significant 
it is that most of them were strangers, and 
more so is the fact that in most cases they 
had money when seen about the city fre- 
quently with workmen in and about sa- 
loons. as they were mostly Wee of 
various trades. 

Murder as a Business. 

For many years Alexandria would not tol- 
erate a negro, but the coming of factories, 
several of them from the south, brought an 


influx of colored people. 

Negro Ollie Dalton has made a confession 
that has stirred up a storm that will not 
down. His confession that “at a place in 
Alexandria murder has been done as a busi- 
ness is believed to be true, for facts sup- 


port it. 
Operations of the Gang. 

George Stroud stabbed Joc Yotes to death 
in a saloon fight at Orestes, three miles from 
here. Both were bad men and were, in fact, 
Alexandria characters. Stroud is now ac- 
cused of being one of a murder mill gang 
of both whites and blacks, which has filled 
Alexandria with a reign of terror. Yet later 
than this. Dona Kellis-Tilman, a negro 
Amazon, stabbed to death her black lover, 
Jobn Tarrance, a comparatively nen 
negro. 

Murderers Are Scattering. 

The killing of Policeman Lee was the 
beginning of the end, and, while up to now 
it has remained a mystery, the truth is com- 
ing to light and the gang begins to scat- 
ter. The frequent and unexplained deaths 
came practically to an end with Lee’s mur- 
der. Dalton is being held for evidence and 
will tell all about the workings of the gang.

las REACHED HER LIMIT. 


Declares That While Steamship Merger 
Has Not Added a Ton to American 
Register It Has Awakened British. 


Philadelphia, Pa, May 30.—Charies H. 
Cramp, who. when addressing the students 
of the University of Pennsylvania, was re- 
ported as saying that the Morgan ship com- 
bine rendered a good service to England, 
denies that he made such a statement. 

“In an article published over a year ago 
on this question, said Mr. Cramp. “ I said 
that it. was a rule of human. affairs that 
neither a man nor a nation could stand still. 
for if they did not.go ahead they must retro- 
grade. In applying this to Great Britain I 
pointed out that owing to the immense 
amount of tonnage which had been diverted 
for transport service at the beginning of the 


south African war her supremacy had suf- 


fered a certain decline. I have expressed it 
as my belief for years that England has 
reached the height of her supremacy. 

“As for the steamship merger, while it 
was American in conception, perfection, and 
ownership, it has not placed our flag above 
a single additional ship;. has not added a 
single ton to American register, But it has 
had this effect; for the third time in her 
history Great Britain has been aroused from 
her lethargy and self-complacency to the 
dangers that menace her from German and 
American competition, and she has already 
taken steps to minimize the influence of the 
merger. If American shipping and sbip 
bullding is to prosper it must be fostered by 
some system of subvention or assistance.”

CHINESE STUDENTS URGE 
WAR AGAINST RUSSIA. 


Forward Protest to the Emperor and Ap- 
peal to Him to Protect Their Rightsin 
NManchuria— Russian Troops on Guard 


Victoria, B. C., May 30.—Advices received 
by the steamer Tartar from Pekin state 
that Prince Ping has tendered his resigna- 
tion on the ground of il health, but the em- 
peror and empress dowager refused to ac- 
cept it and instructed him to recuperate 
his health. The prince is suffering from 
a throat complication. | 

The department of war at Pekin has given 
instructions to the governor general of Sin 
King to go to Pekin to report the existing 
conditions of the Russian military move- 
ment in Manchuria and also to decide upon 
further administrative policies. 

Several massmeetings of Chinese students 
have been held at Shanghai at which pro- 
tests were drawn up regarding Russian ac- 
tion in Manchuria and against Gov. Wang 
Chih Chan of Kwang Si ‘n securing French 
troops to suppress troubles in that province. 
Telegrams were sent to Pekin urging that 
China declare war against Russia to pro- 
tect her rights. The students, 1,200 in num 
ber, offered to form a battalion of volun-. 


teers. 

Nikolas Kolessoff of the Russian legation 
at Pekin, in an interview, says that Rus- 
sia intends to keep 30,000 troops in Man- 
churia as railway guards, towns being built 
along the railway and military centers es- 
tablished. 

News. from Ho Nan says an official at Kwai 
Ching prevented a massacre of foreigners 
following the looting of the place by riot- 
ers of the Dagger society,“ who had post- 
ed placards saying they intended to kill ah 
foreigners. 

An uprising has taken place in the north- 
eastern part of Chuang Ping, in Chi 14 
province. An application has been received 
for the dispatch of an expeditionary force. 
The Shiu Shing river boat, while being lined 
up the West river, swamped near Sam Shui 
after the line broke, and of over 300 pas- 
sengers on board but seventy-five or eighty 
were saved.

BRITISH OFFICER’S STORY 
OF A DECAPITATED SHARK. 


Huge Jaws Close in Viselike Grip on a 
Sailor’s Hand Ten Minutes After the 
Head Had Been Severed from Body. 


Sen Francisco, Cal. May 30.—Capt. J. 
Partridge of the British ship Thalatta does 
not know how long it takes for a shark to 
die after being decapitated, but is satisfied < 
that the biting muscles of the big fish re- 
main in actual commission and full working 
order for at least ten minutes after the head 
has been separated from the body. The 
Thalatta arrived from Newcastle, Australia, 
with a cargo of coal and a fish story that no 
landlubber would dare to father.

FEAR OF RAINS. 


FLOODS IN SOUTHWEST DAMAG- 
ING TO ALL CROPS. 


Speculators Await Reports of Results 


ef the Deluge on Grains in Kansas, 


Oklahoma, Nebraska, and Missouri 
West Likely to Be Hurt by Rust 
and Lodging—Exporters Whe Have 
Sold Wheat for Summer Shipment 
Hope for Lower Prices. | 


Grain markets were closed all over this 
country yesterday and will be closed on Mon- 
day. Saturday is always practically a holl- 
day abroad, and the Liverpool and Paris 
markets wili be closed both Monday and 
Tuesday. The board of trade was deserted, 
and with what few traders were drawn there 
by force of habit the only matter of interest 
was the continued heavy rains in the south- 
west and how much damage they are doing 
to wheat, corn, and oats, What corn plant- 
ing has mot been done will be indefinitely 
delayed and doubtless a good deal of both 
corn and oats have been drowned out. There 
is the possibility of damage to wheat by rust 
and by lodging, as the result of heavy rains. 

Private dispatches to commission men give 
a faint idea of the condttions in that section. 
A message from Kansas City says: 

“* Barring the wheat that is under water, 


the crop prospect was never better. The 


best sections of the state are practically 
under water, and there is no question as to 
the lateness of the crop. Reports are getting 
to be alarming from all portions of Kansas. 
Railroads are in terrible shape. The Union 
Pacific and the Rock Isiand are almost at a 
standstill. There is no letup in the rain.” 

Another message from Kansas City says: 
Reports here from all over Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and part of Nebraska indicate that 
rains have delayed corn planting to such an 
extent that with good weather from now on 
they cannot raise over half a crop.“ 

Reports from the southwest are that min- 
ers are paying about 2c more for old hard 
winter wheat than !t is worth for export and 
that there is not likely to be any new ex- 
port business in hard winter until the new 
crop begins to move.’ 7 


Exporters Want Lower Prices. 

There are probably no more zealous or 
earnest believers in lower prices for wheat 
than the seaboard and southwestern export- 
ers who were large sellers of new crop win- 
ter wheat for July, August, and September 
shipments when prices were lower than they 
are now. If anything should happen to 
materially impair the winter wheat pros- 
pect or to delay harvest, if prices should be 
maintained at the present level, or the farm- 
ers should be slow sellers, there might be 
a repetition to some extent of the experi- 
ence in corn last fall, when exporters who 
had been large sellers on the promise of a 
big crop found themselves unable to meet 
their contracts at all on account of the slow 
movement, or able to meet them only at a 
severe loss. 

Well informed grain men say that there 
is nearly a full crop of corn back in Ne- 
braska, becaue the car famine was worse 
there than in any other state and lasted 
longer; so long, in fact, that when cars be- 
came obtainable freely farmers were busy 
with their spring work. There has been 
some complaint of late of cribbed corn be- 


ing too wet to shell, but there is the ex- 


pectation of a liberal movement from Ne- 
braska if conditions for the new crop be- 
come favorable. 

Mail received today,” says E. W. Kalb 
of Harris-Gates, “ indicates less promising 
wheat crop prospects in western England. 
The season there is late and backward. The 
English farmer is hastening to market the 
balance of his crop before the duty comes 
off on July 1. This win make English re- 
quirements for breadstuffs so much more 
urgent later on, as their new crop right after 
harvest is generally too soft yet for milling 
purposes. Even if the United States would 
raise an 800,000,000 bu crop the total of the 
world's crop will hardly overtop that of 
last year, while the requirements of im- 
porting countries will certainly be much 
larger than during last season. These fac- 
tors are not likely to make themselves felt 
immediately, though are worthy to be kept 
in mind. The present weather cannot be 
called favorable for our winter wheat crop, 
and may, if continued some longer, lead to 
lodging and rust. For the time being the 
weather will likely be the ruling factor in 
wheat, corn, and oats,”

in them will lie the perpetuity of the vacation 
as an economic institution. Their use of 
it, without the possible abuse of it; their 
growing necessity for relief from the city’s 
pace, and, above all, the sincere and sane 
appreciation of the possibilities of a fort- 
night's release from the fifty other weeks 
in the year—these will determine the results 
of the vacation upon a world of materialism. 

There are few people who realize how the 
popular vacation has multiplied in possibili- 
ties. Every line of transportation leading 
by. rail, road, or water te some place of se- 
clusion and rest grants rates for the trip 
that are sometimes infinitesima! as com- 
pared with the other nine months of the 
year. Summer camps, with the least possi- 
ble requirements of dress and déportment, 
are open to the tourist at minimum cost.’ 
Save in the more pretentious resorts, dress 
every year is giving way to the demands 
of the visitor for ease and comfort. Some 
one has figured that 90 per cent of the people 
of the United States are so situated, geo- 
graphically, that the expenditure of $50 will 
give to each person a rare two weeks of out- 
ing, where change of scene, air, and all tho 
requisites of a satisfactory outing may be 
realized. This, of course, where the conven- 
tional sides of an outing are to be preserved.

a camp outing the first person to drop with 
a thud is the man who is so full of en- 


thusiasm that he is suspected of having 


ballast in his clothes to prevent ascension. 
His first earmark may be the filling of his. 
lungs with air and telling you how good it. 
feels simply to be alive. He may whistle and 
even sing his joy. The spot for the camp, as 
he sees it, is beyond bis powers of expres- 
sion. In fact, ten hours of a summer day in 
the woods leaves him exhausted of his ad- 
jectives, hungry for the conventional chair, 
and supper table, and spring mattress ot 
home—and home he usually goes. : 

Leave out the hard drinker; the hard 
drinker in a camp in the woods is about as 
much out of place as a-woodchopper in a 
gas town in Kansas. Lose the man who 
makes a specialty of smutty stories. The 
buffoon and the dismally tragic clown will 
wear on you worse than an ingrowing nail. 
The man who would go out with you in 
order to cure his ailmentsisa horror. And 
the shirk is worse than any of these. 

As to a tent, its size, and shape, and gen- 
eral setting with reference to stability will 
be dependent largely upon whether or not 
you mean to stay in the same place for the 
whole period. Its location close as possible 
to the water will tend to reduce the number 


| Ofepmosquitoes. Trees will be found almost 


a necessity; the north shore of a lake is 
better than the south shore, because of the 
prevalling south winds of the summer, which 
are cooled by the water; a spring nearby is 
a delight, and insures pure water: floor 
your sleeping tent if you can—ditch around 
it to drain away surface water if you can't; 
be prepared in any case to cook under the 
shelter of canvas when you have to, for 
nothing is quite so distressing as to have 
to get a meal when rain is falling into a fire 


cooking kit, which should be as small as 
‘ possible, and as simple and as unbreakable. 
Don’t be too sure that you meet all these 
requirements when you have bought a camp 
kit already made up; some of these are 


seen. in use. But as to the fire: 

Level a pair of green logs on the site of 
the fireplace. Put them close enough. to- 
gether to allow your frying pan and other 
utensils to rest safely on them. Then dig 
out a shallow trench sufficient to accommo- 
date thé fire itself. In good weather be con- 
servative of fire. A good camp cook takes 
wood out just before cooking, where a green 
cook would pile more on: a hatful of coals 
“without smoke will do the work in comfort 
where a pile of blazing, smoking wood will

burn a pan of meat while the cook is trying 
to get the smoke out of his eyes enough to 
see. With a good camp ax suitable for car- 
rying in the belt one may construct a crane 
upon which to hang any vessel over the fire. 
the vessels for boiling at that end of 
the fire into which you feed the fuel, and use 
the other end with coals for broiling, baking, | 


and frying. 


If you are camping in the full sense of 
word you are also fishing. A fish sh 
be one of the first of the camp equipments, 
for often fish will be necessarily on your bill 
of fare, and there will be weather when you 
cannot go out and get your bass or pickerel 
or wall eyed pike ata moment's notice. This 
box may be of almost any pattern that will 
allow of the free circulation of water, which 
can be anchored close to shore, and which 
has a cover working handily upon hinges of 
heavy leather. If your fish box gets too full 
of fishes it is easy enough to empty it. 

In lieu of a refrigerator a hole dug eighteen 
or twenty inches deep into the clay and over- 
laid with a tight board cover will prove ex- 
cellent. If the weather be dry sprinkle the 
earth walls of the pit; you will find that it will 
keep butter almost as firm as an icebox, 
and with proper airings it will be sweet smell- 
ing for a whole summer. The damp will dis- 
courage insects, as will the dark. 

There are two ways of disposing of camp 


garbage. You may dig a hole some distance 


from the tent and throw refuse into it, cover- 
ing each consignment with dirt; or you may 
throw refuse into the fire after each meal, 
finding that it will have small possibility of 
offense in decay or as an attraction for flies. 

Keep the grass and weeds and underbrush 
well cut away from the tent. You will find 
it damp enough without them. Never sit 
on the ground and never lie on it, no matter: 
how dry it may seem; the Indian in his uni- 
versal squatting posture long ago gave the 
tip to the white imitator of his roving lite. 
Watch your tent stakes; with the alternating 
heat and chill and the wetting and drying 
of the ropes the stakes will loosen, and it is 
distressing to find just how loose they are 
in some midnight thunder storm. Don't 
touch the roof of a tent from the inside while 
it is raining; water will come through if 

do. 

"Ot camp necessities it may be said thatit is 
hard to say where they end and where the 
smack of luxury begins. If you are expect- 
ant of table d'hote meals, don't go camping; 
then, having this determined, it ls easy to 
fix upon a few things that are indispensable. 

By all means get a light ax that will hold a 


keen edge; you will need a hunting knife — 


tried as to temper and big enough to slice 
loaf bread on the camp table; keep your 
matches in a waterproof receptacie, and to 
keep a few in the pocket a small bottle, tight- 
ly corked, will preserve them at all times;

There are good natured and even friendly 
pessimists in Danville when the subject of 
the success of Mike Kelly is the topic. 

„He could not do it now,” said an old citi- 
zen; “ ufiaided he could not have done it 
anyhow. The First National bank of this 
place made Mike Kelly. It stood by him 
when he was tottering to a failure, and vir- 
tually made him what he is. Business men 
with capital, operating upon business princi- 
ples, have u en to mine coal here and 
have made failures at it, some of them just 
because at a critical time they have not had 
the backing that meant so much to Kelly,’ 

It was in 1893 that the pinch came upon 
Kelly. Labor troubles threatened, not only 
as to the crippling of business, but there 
were threats of burnings at the mines and 
of waylayimg the owner of them as he drove: 
to and from them behind the old gray horse. 
But in the emegency the bank stood firm; 
it had backed him against losses of $250,000 
in an unfortunate deal. and it continued in 
the position. In the strike troubles there was 
no cooler head than his in all Danville. Un- 
armed and unattended he drove to and from 


the mines every day, and when he got back 


to his cards, or pool, or golf, there was no 


calmer and more attentive man in the game 
than he. 1

Thought His Note Worthless. , 

There is a story of him dating back to the 
early 708, just after he had completed the 
last five miles of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois roadbed into Danville. He had be- 
come indebted to the general store of Mann & 
Co. to the extent of several hundred dollars, 


and being pressed for payment, gave his note 
with interest for the amount. But his needs 
dragged on and he made new debts with the 
house until these had piled up into several 
‘more hundreds. Then the proprietor asked 
for cash. He told his bookkeeper one day to 
tell Kelly to come in and see him that after- 
noon. The bookkeeper carried the message, 
but Kelly demurred. He would see Mann 
some other day; he would call next month; 
he was todo anything to put off the 
interview. But the bookkeeper insisted and 
finally with a sigh Kelly went in. * 
The proprietor was going east and he 
wanted money to discount bills. Kelly said 
he had no money. Mann insisted until finally 
Kelly said to him that he was not worth a 
dollar: that he meant to be worth som 

some day and to pay his debts, but that he 
could not do so then. Mann asked him if he 
would give his note covering the open ac- 
counts and also the old note. To this Kelly 
agreed, at the same time insisting that it 
was worth nothing; that his word was just 
as good, for unless he lived the money never 
would be paid. But he made that note, and 
not only that, but he promised that the first 
money he had should go to paying off the 
debt. And he kept his word.

As a storekeeper the old man received the 
hardest blow of his life several years ago. 
Personally and officially he has been opposed 
to intoxicating liquor in any form, and while 
he has been lenient with many individuals 
who have fallen by the wayside he has kept 
it from Kellyville—except on one occasion. 
This was when a certain brand of pop began 
to be in great demand in Kellyville. Miners 
flocked after it and with the growth of the 
demand came an unaccountable increase in 
drunkenness.

and the postoffice department recognizes 
Westville as serving also Kellyville, a half 
mile to the north. . 

Kellyville has 200 population of 
the combined 4,000 population of the West- 
ville-Kellyville merging.

HOSPITAL without corners, a hospital as nearly dustproof as man can 
make it, a hospital with sunlight and fresh air in every room--such is 
Hospital of St. Ann, Chicago's first sanitarium for consumptives, which 
Bishop Muidoon will dedicate this afternoon. Out in Bast Austin, 
where the air is free from the smoke which tints Chicago Jungs a dull 
gray color, the Roman Catholic sisterhood known as The Poor Handmaids 
ae Jesus Christ will carry on under improved conditions the work among suf- 
terer from tuberculosis which they have been doing on a small scale in two 
wards of the Hospital of St. Elizabeth. ; 

The institution has been built by popular subscription to meet one of the 
eity's most crying needs. An inquiry made last fall brought out the startling 
Weis that the hospital at Dunning was the only one in Chicago in a position 

to cen its doors freely to persons ill with tuberculosis; that of the many 
. in this great city only five would take consumptive patients; and 
shat in these five the provision made for such cases was quite inadequate. It 
was found that if the city's resources were stretched to the utmost only 500 
patients of this kind could be cared for. This condition existed, moreover, in

Importance of Diel. 


In a hospital of this kind the cyisine is a’ matter of great importance. 
Authorities have agreed that the tubercle germ cannot itself be inherited, 
that it is a weaknéss of constitution handed down from one generation to the 
next, predisposing to the disease, which causes consumption to run in families. 
For this reason and because the malady is in itself wasting, the building up of 
the body by suitable food is one of the most important features of treatment 
of such cases. The patient has, however, a whimsical appetite, and must be 
tempted. Delicate food of wide variety must therefore be provided for him. 
The refrigerators of St. Ann’s, arranged in separate compartments for meat, 
vegetables, and dairy products, are an important part of the hospitals 
equipment. The table will be furnished with fresh vegetables from the 
garden, covering some four acres, which belongs to the hospital, and i 
taken care of by the sisters under the direction of Sister Jullgna, who lives 
a great deal of the time at the old home on the corner of the grounds. 
This little cottage and the surrounding buildings are the headquarters of the 
farm, which has for six years supplied St. Elizabeth's with fresh vegetables, 
milk, eggs, and poultry of all kinds, and which has always grown a surplus 
that will in the future be used in St. Ann's sanitarium instead of sold to out 
side customers as hitherto, 

The comfort as well as the health of the patients has been considered. 
A gallery has been built in the chapel adjoining the hospital for the use of; 


those patients who are not strong enough to descend to the ground floor. 


There is a little park between the sanitarium and the farm, which ts laid 
out with gravel walks, and beautified with a small pinery, a summer house, 
and a grotto buflt in facsimile of the famous one at Lourdes. 

The hospital was built through the generosity of many citizens. The funds 
for its erection were collected through the efforts of an association of business 
men, whose officers were: Adam Kaspers, president; Hdward Uthiein, treas- 
urer: and George Mages, secretary. Much credit is due to Sister Hermina of 
St. Biizabeth’s for her untiring efforts. The institution has received many 
special gifts.

Art in the South Seas 

ascending to the 8 story ot the 

Art institute and walking a few rods 
Along the south eorridor, one may be 

in the midst of the South Sea isiands, 

with their intense color of tropic sea and sky, 
of mountain and valley. of ravine and slope, 
such as. according to Tennyson; Enoch 


Arden saw: 
“The mountain wooded to the peak, the 
lawns 
And winding glades high up like ways to 


plumes,

pices.’ 

Here is Samoa, the land of Stevenson, and 
Tahiti, from now on La Fartze 6. 

“T ence had a vacation,” says Mr. La 
Farge. “ It lasted eighteen months. I spent 
it in the Pacific islands. I painted and drew 
more than a thousand sketches and pic- 
tures.” 

“ And that is your idea of vacation? 

“ Certainly. A vacation isa time when you 


fun of it. In Tahiti you are surrounged by 
pictures. You've only to step out on your 
verandas that run around the houses. 

They've no use for windows. You don't have 
to go and hunt up a beautiful view. 1 don't 
believe in going any farther than you fave 
to to find a view. A picture of what you see 
often is likely on that account to be a better 
picture. Tahiti, you know, consists mainly 
of high peaks from 3,000 to 8,000 feet high, 
running almost straight into the air from a 
narrow base. Some of them are impossible 
to scale. The island is only forty miles long. 
You can ride around it on horseback in two 
days. The water that surrounds it is almost 
‘as deep as the mountains are high, giving 
the sea its intense, wonderful blue color. 
Ships come slap up against the quay, brush- 
ing the boughs of the trees as they come in. 
And such blue! Inside the coral reefs are 
variegated colors, the coral tinging the sea 
with pinks and yellows. Then the lights and 
hues are constantly shifting from day to 
day and from hour to hour, iridescent and 
opalescent. And the foliage! And the 
natives, their costumes, and dances! A man 
can't help painting and sketching all the 
time. 


“You feel almost as though you were on 
shipboard far at sea. The nearest mainiand 
is 4.000 miles away. Alaska is north of you 
Still further off! The winds bring in the 
moisture of the ocean and precipitate it 
against tHe peaks. You seldom know that it 
is raining up there, but in riding around the 
island, you cross cascades or brooks that 
come rushing Gown from the heights. The 
wind is almost constantly blowing from some 
quarter. Then there are occasionally fierce 
storms. But they come with a good deal of 
regularity. Mr. Agassiz toid me that 
he planned a voyage in that quarter o. 
globe he cofisuited charts and reports — 
escaped being caught in all but one, when 
he disregarded the data and so sailed into it. 
“It will at first seem hard to understand 
that the scenery of the islands is artificial. 
To a civilised man it looks wild. For the 
civilized man thinks of an artificial land- 
as consisting of rows of trees set out 
stiffty with a sole view to making a land- 
scape. But in Tahiti the trees have been 
planted and replanted for 2,000 years by the 
natives. In so doing they have consulted 
uneonsciously a sense of beauty. For they 
have planted the trees with reference to the 
direction of the wind, or to this hill or that 
slope as the best place for growth and for 
not choking the flower plants and -maller 
vegetation, uniting beauty with utility; com- 
bining the interference of man with the needs 
of nature: man obedient to the moods of 
nature, and so making the most beautiful 
scenery in the world. Imagine what our 
parks would be if they were to be cultivated 
in this fashion 2,000 years! 
“They appreciated and enjoyéd my pic- 
tures. They knew how to look at them. 
They invariably got them in the right ight 
and knew where to stand to get the best view 
of them. They knew this * than most

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ROOM IN WHALE 
FOR TWO JONAHS. 


Scientists Now Agree That Mon- 
ster Cachalot Is Fully Equal 
to the Task. 


ID the whele swallow Jonah? 

The question, which has been the 
subject of so much dispute, has been 

yévived among government scientists 
by the expedition sent to Newfound- 

| land by the Smithsonian institution in pur- 
suit of a finback w 

The whale sought is the biggest of several 
lepecies of finback whales. It is the largest 
animal pow existing on the earth. But was 
it the particular kind of cetacean that ate 
Jonah? 

Science, with the data now at hand, has 
been able to sift the matter to some extent, 
and, as one might say, to boil down the evi- 
dence. As a result the fact may be considered 
as definitely established that, notwithstand- 
ing widespread incredulity on the subject— 
an incredulity which has striven to classify 
allegory—there is nothing inherently imposs!- 
bie in the Jonah story. The whale might 
have swallowed and accommodated in its 
| Belly two Jonahs, if there had been a pair of 

em. 
Accurate figures in regard to the capacity 
| of a whale—the first published, and indorsed 
by the highest scientific authority—will be 
given presently. But meanwhile it is de- 
sirablé to ‘mention the fact that the Smith- 
‘sonian expedition was organized and is di- 
rected by Dr. Frederick W. True, who has 
ent F. A. Lucas, a famous expert; to Ba- 
Jena Station, on the south coast of Newfound- 
land, with instructions to obtain at all haz- 
ards a cast of one of the monstrous cetaceans. 


Casting Whale in Plaster. 
Mr. Lucas is nowson the spot, and, hav- 
ing secured the whale, is engaged in mak- 
ing a mold of it. Having provided himself 
in advance with about twenty barrels of 
plaster of paris, fetched from St. Johns, he 
mixes the stuff with water in a sort of bin 
of planks, such as masons use for similar 
purposes, and then pours it in bucketfuls over 
the carcass. The animal being about ninety 
feet long, with a weight of thirty tons, it 
must be tackled a bit at a time, working 
from tall to nose, in order to obtain a series 
pf plaster sections, which, duly fitted to- 
gether, shall represent the complete creature. 
The plaster sections will be packed in 
mbout fifty large boxes, and forwarded to 
Washington, where, in the workshops of the 
Gmithsonian institution, they will be used 
Yor making a complete cast of the whole in 
papier maché. For this purpose the treasury 
department will contribute a great quantity 
of the pulp that comes from the pot in which 
Uncle Sam's old paper money is boiled after 
being redeemed, so that the transm 
eetacean will actually represent, in a certain 
sense, a value of many millions of dollars. 
The cast (a mere shell, for the sake of licht- 
ness) will be a perfect reproduction of the 
whale, and, after being painted, will be the 
literal image of the original animal, even to 
the smaliest detail. It will de hung up for 
exhibition in a ‘great hall of the new build- 
tliat is to ‘be erected for the national 
museum. 
Now, when it comes to the question whether 
this was the kind of whale that swallowed 
Jonah, science is inclined to a negative opin- 
fon. The throat of a finback whale, notwith- 
standing the enormous size of the animal, 
is so small that a man’s arm could hardly 
be thrust down it. Besides, the creature is 
not a beast of prey; it feeds upon small 
crustaceans and other animaicules which 
float about at the surface of the sea—in 
short, a whale of gentle manners, and not 
at all of the sort that would absorb a 
prophet at a gulp. 
Right Whale Has small Gullet. — 
} The “right” or Greenland whale is the 
next biggest whale. It attains a length of 
70 feet, and is the principal source of 
both whale oi] and whalebone. But, of a 
certainty, it was not the. wale that ate 
Jcneh, inasmuch as it feeds, like the finbeck, 
upon tiny pelagic animalcules. and could not 
poesibly swallow a man’s leg, much less his 
whole body. Such a peaceable creature is it 
that R has not even any teeth, but sifts its 
— —— through a sort of screen; whic 
composed of a material known commerciai- . 
ly as whalebone. 
There are several other species of whales, 
most of them much smaller, but all the 
evallabliebevidence points to the conclusion 
that thé particular cetacean which took in 
Jonah, and spewed him up subsequently upon 
Gry land, was none other than the sperm 
whaicean animal-60 feet long when full 
grown, of a predatory inclination, with a 
throat big ‘enough to swallow a man, and 
stomach of sufficient ca- 
y to hold him. Such, in fact, is the 


mistook Jonah, swimming in the water, for 
a large cephalopod. 
Dr. F. E. Beddard, anatomist of the Zo- 
ological Society of London, has recently pub- 
igehed an opinion to the effect that an adult 
Sperm whale might without difficulty swal- 
low a man. Of course, Jonah may have been 
a small man—some men are fully twice as 
big as others—and, if so, the problem appears 
more easy of solution. The cachalot, be it 
realized, is a true beast of prey, frequently 
attacking the giant squid (a monstrous cut- 
‘tiefish which has tentacles 50 feet long), 
and to suppose that it would balk at a human 
being, if hungry, is absurd. 


(Plenty of Boom Inside. 
Once down the throat of the whale, Jonah 
found himeelf tn a sort of spherical chamber, 
which a German anatomist has called the 
“crop,” and from which he passed on 
to the stomach proper, a fairly roomy 
piace, cylindrical in shape and about 
seven feet long by three feet in diam- 
eter. Ot course he could not stand up, but 
he was able to lle down comfortably, and it 
may be supposed that he did not experience 
any painful inconvenience so long as his 
host chose to refrain from eating other 
things. A few cuttlefiehes of large size 
might have been uncomfortable roommates. 

Thére ate two minor stomache beyond the 
main stomach of the sperm whale, but it may 
be presumed that the prophet made no at- 
tempt to explore these. Why the creature 
phould possess so complicated a digestive ap- 
paratus nobody knows, but probably it is 
an inheritance from ancestors who were land 
animals. There is no doubt whatever that 
the remote forebears of all modern whales 
ved and walked on dry land. Some of 
them actually have rudimentary thigh bones, 
and even now the unborn cetacean is clothed 
in heir; which disappears later. 

The whale that swallowed Jonah had about 
thirty huge teeth in its lower jaw, some of 
them over a foot in length and composed of 
the nest ivory. Indeed, the ivory which 
the cachalot carries in its mouth is of so 
excellent a quality as to command a high 
price in the market.

Never Have Enough to Eat. 


„Think of itt 1 know many of these little tollers making 
their ways in the world who never have enough to eat at any 
meal in the year. They get up from an Insufficient breakfaet, 
go to work downtown, perhaps with 10 cents to spend for 
luncheon, and then go back home at night to cook for them- 
selves a supper that may leave them to sleep away the gnaw- 
ings of hunger. And every one of these is working to the top 
of his ability to work. I wonder sometimes in this age of 
Christianity that we are unable to see the possibilities in such 
lives that a little spare room in the corner of a house might 
mean: some little room that is not of use to any one, perhaps, 
and yet which so easily could be made home to the homeless.”

Many of Them Are Adopfed. 

At all times, with the consent of the court, these children 
are subject to adoption, and many of them find homes in this 
way. Others, where there is nothing from the estate of 
parents, are sent to various institutions. The Robert Champ 
lin home, under the Rev. J. M. Chattin, finds places for many 
of these; the Industrial School for Boys at Glenwood and the 
Industrial School for Girls at Evanston take many others, 
while the Visitation and Aid society and the Home and Aid 
society have been stanch allies of the public guardian in her 
work. 
As one of the chief difficulties of her position, Miss Bar 
telme points to the irresponsible relations of some of her 
wards. Many of these are distrustful of the ways of the 
court; some have pronounced ideas of their own as to how 
tue children should be treated; still others have simply a 
genera! disposition to make trouble of any kind possible. 

In general it is the opinion of Miss Bartelme, backed by 
the influence of the Probate court, that where a small amount 
of money is left to a child that is ir need of education and 
training, the best expenditure of thi. money is in fitting it 
for taking up its work in the world; that to use the money 
in this manner is far better than to put it aside for some after 
use in material support of the ward.

On the other hand, some relative who may have the cus- 
tody of the child not infrequently has the idea that the tittle 
one should get out and work just as soon as has passed the 
age limit allowed by law.

for curling. You must have a way of heating them, and in 
‘thie respect where there is a will there is a way, and you 
can secure some kind of a heating apparatus which will fill 
the bill and heat the tongs, no matter where you are. 

Now, with the hand slightly moistened with spirits: of 
cologne, give the hair a quick rub, but do not wet it; then 
take the tongs and twist them into the hair. Do not have 
them hot enough to burn it, but when they are once fast in 
the hair hold them there while you count sixty. A full minute 
ig not too long. Keep on doing this until you have been 
over the whole head, so that it lies in waves. When once you 
have done this you will find that your hair s prettily kinked, 
and that the waves will be of a kind that will stay in for 
three or four days or even for a whole week. 

Hair that, is waved thus carefully will not come at the 
first dew or the first dash of spray. 

But the drying is important, and if you have no one to 
help you dry the hair. you can it by little expedients 
that are simple yet ingenious. 

One of these is the expedient of drying the hair over a 
box. Take a pasteboarfl box and deprive it of its bottom. 
Set the box on top of the head and drag the hair up through it. 
Now sit out in the sun until the hair is dry, which it will soon 
be. The air plays through the hair quickly when exposed 
in this manner. | 

In the summer time the hair is often fretted by the comb, 
and when one is out of doors it is tossedgby the winds. This 
makes it rough, and the ends soon split. For this the modern 
hairdresser advises that the ends be singed. To singe the 
hair, twist it into little strands and run a candle along under- 
22 each strand, going along it quickly and without holding 
t too close.
